By beating Palmeiras of 
Sao Paulo in the South 
American final, Estudiantes 
qualified to meet Man- 
chester United, the Euro- 
pean Cup winners, for the 
Tntercontinencal Cup, sym: 
bol of world club sup- 
remacy, 

‘The return match will be 
jlayed at Old Trafford in 
October, 

In the event of a tie 
(goal-average is nor taken. 
into account) the deciding 
play-off will be staged in 
Europe, last year's winners, 
Racing Buenos Aires, also 
of Argentina, having had 
the benefit of staging the 
play-off in neighbouring 
Uruguay. 

La Plata, contrary to 
popular belief, is nor a 
suburb of Buenos Aires, but 
a city in its own right, some 
30 miles from the Argen- 
tinian capital. 

‘The city has more than 
a million and a half in- 
Thabitancs, and is famous 
for its University | and 
paleontology museum. 

Te js because of the uni- 
versity that the club was 
called Estudiantes (‘stu 
dents” in English), though 
only three of the presene= 
day squad are in fact 
academicals. 

The club owns a huge 
property, called the Fstu- 
diantes Country Club, four 
miles from the city. 

Besides soccer fields, there 
is an athletic track, a 
cycling track, a golf course, 
18 tennis courts and 600 
bungalows for club 
members, 

The club membership is 
80,000 — all of whom pay 
the equivalent of $85 a year 
to enjoy the club’s amen- 
ities. 


BIRTHDAY 


Estudiantes _celebrated 
their 63rd bicthday last 
month, but it was only in 
the early 1950’ that they 
took over from their local 
rivals, Gimnasia y Escrima 
(which literally translated 
means “Gymmnastics and 
Fencing”) as La Plata’s 
glamor club. 

That year, the now de- 
posed Peron government 
forced the club to reorgan- 
ise itself from top to bottom 
because its affairs were in a 
shambles and the club was 
showing a huge loss. 

By 1956, after the soccer 
team had parted with 18 
players to recoup some of 
their losses, new elections 
for office bearers wete held 
and the club adopted a new 
constitution, 

By that time the team 
had been relegated to Ar- 
gentina’s Second Division 
competition (the “Honor” 


League), but under coach 
Fortunato their fortunes 
were soon to change. 

In 1962 Estudiantes 
fought their way back into 


Axgentina’s major soccer 
Teague, and they haven’c 
looked back since.

We also felt — and still do — that soccer in Aus- 
tralia should use the traditional and worldwide terminology 


of the sport instead of aping the utterly meaningless rugby 


eration is, is their business. If they don't see the need 
to streamline their thinking and parlance, we can't help 
that. 


Warner and the Federation will have a hard time 
conyincing any of our readers, for example, that the 22 


rounds of competition is the “premiership” while the en+ 
suing short round-robin is the “championship”, 


We have, over the years, suggested several times 
the adoption of the words “champion” and “champion- 
ship” but, for some mysterious reason, never had any 
geaction. $0 we changed the names ourselves — at least 
as far as this newspaper is concerned, And that, of course, 
is well within our rights. 


One more thing. George Warner worries about the

As any player of note 
will) point out, co tour an- 
other country for a period 
of 18 days means a lot 
of work and preparation 
before departure if you 
intend winning, | 

The State team played 
six games and held 12 
training periods before 
Jeaving and this paid hand- 
some dividends for us. 

We left as a team, nor 
as strangers and also had 
the advantage of a playing 
combination. 

We were lucky to have 
a two-day break on our, 
arrival and again we took 
advantage of training. 

Lautie Hegyes, the coach, 
gained the admiration of 
the New Zealanders every- 
where we went with his 
training sessions. 

Tt was quite a sight to 
see 18 track-suited players 
(in bright red) running 
through. their paces — and 
ask any of the players if it 
was just for “show.”

PRAGUE v. PAN HELLENIC 5-0 (1-0) 


Prague’s grand display must have delighted 
all true lovers of good football, regardless of 


club affiliation. 


Or at Teast it should have: 
pity those thousands of Greek 
fans began their sad exodus 
some 20 minutes before the 
end, silently abandoning the 
same heroes of theirs they 
had chaired off the field 
only one week earlier. 


This time Prague deserved 
some special tribute, some 
sort of public acola 
showing once again 
doubters that in football skill 
is at the highest premium. 


Tt took surprisingly long 
for Prague to settle down; in 
the first half they were clever 
‘only in patches. 

However, after Manuel's. 
first and Prague’s second goal, 
they began to  remorselessly 
grind Pan Hellenic into the 
ground, 


Even without their star 
prompter, Blanco, replaced at 
the interval, the thoughtful, 
precise interpassing of Pra- 
gue and the many well re- 
hearsed attacking moves. com- 
pletely stupefied their oppon- 
ents. 


Prague, without a doubt, 
are the most imaginative of 
all Sydney teams; they have a 
purposely cultivated flair for 
improvising, for the unortho- 
dox. 
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And yet, everything they do 
fits into a masterplan and be- 
comes part of a whole. 


In sharp contrast, Pan 
Hellenic’: tactics merely 
“happens”, without precon- 


ception and even premeditat- 
fion; everything they do 
highly predictable, if not fully 
expected. 


This sort of football, at its 
tyegi, can get them results 
and even victories — but 
what a pity they have never 
bothered to work out some 
movements which would just 
once show a departure from 
their orthodoxy. 


Of course, Pan Hellenic 
will never play stylish foot- 
ball; the temperament of their 
fang is not conducive for that. 


But even within their limit- 
ations they could surely put 
to better use the craftiness of 
a Blitz, the dash of a Smith 
and the polish of a Loukam- 
dis. 

‘As it was, the last 30 min- 
utes of the match was merely 
a many-fingered Prague exer- 
cise played to some inaudible 
Dvorak tune, culminating in 
an unexpected crescendo when 
Hoggart, earlier savagely kick- 
ed into passenger status, 
headed home their glorious 
fifth goal.

Despite violent protests by the Russians and 
their’ Warsaw Pact allies, the UEFA executive 
committee voted 7-2, with one abstention (Jira 
of Czechoslovakia), not to revert to the original 
European Cup draws. The amended draws, which 
were arranged to prevent Western European teams 
meeting Warsaw Pact representatives in the first 
rounds will stand. In the second round of both 
Champions’ and Cup Winners’ Cup, however, the 
UEFA. will revert to a straight-out draw, irrespect- 
ive of the eventual irings. BIFA executives.

Negotiations 
are in! progress to interest the other European 
television networks in co-operating with produc- 
tion and distribution. 


Gabriel Hanot Cup? 

There is a move afoot to rename the European 
Champions’ Cup, the Gabriel Hanot Cup, in 
honor of the famous French soccer writer who 
died three weeks ago at the age of 80. Hanot 
was instrumental in creating the European Cup, 
which his newspaper, L’EQUIPE, launched by 
calling a meeting of European club presidents in 
Paris in 1954. Anderlecht, the Belgian champions, 
have asked the UEFA to attach the name of its 
best Known initiator to the European Cup as from 
this season and the European body is almost cer- 
tain to agree to the request. It’s interesting to note 
that despite the mediocre state of French soccer, 
both the World Cup (Jules Rimet Trophy) and 
the European championship for national teams 
ea Delaunay Cup) carry the names of French 
officials, 
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The American professional club, Washington Whips FC, want to follow 
in the footsteps of the Dallas Tornadoes. Later this year they are planning a 


world tour fo prepare next season. The 


tour will take in Europe, the Middle East, 


the Far East, and Australasia, if the Australian Federation and New Zealand Asso- 
ciation are agreable. The Australian section of the tour would take place early 


in January.

Some “normality” may have returned to un- 
happy Czechoslovaltia, but no Russian gesture of 
friendship, however well-meaning, is being ac- 
cepted yet by any section of Czechoslovak life, 
including the soccer clubs. When one Soviet army 
contingent invited Sparta Prague* to play a 
friendly game, the invitation was immediately 
and coldly rejected. No one in Czechoslovakia is 
prepared to be that friendly towards the occupiers. 
The Czech competition resumes this weekend 
and the national team will go ahead and meet 
Denmark in a World Cup elimination match in

Serious injuries to first 
team regulars, goalie Henri 
Surma and star centre-half, 
Alistair Scott, followed and 
every move the club made 
seemed to typify the des- 
perate position they had 
found themselves in. 

Somewhat indiscrimin- 
ately they went into the 
buyers’ market and secured 
the transfers of Mike 


Mandalis from Hellas and 
John McDaid and Barry 
Horsfall from — George 
Gross. 

None of this trio had 
been first team regulars 
with their previous clubs 
before they changed hands 
and as it turned out, none 
of them proved any’ better 
than players the club al- 
ready had on their books, 


Changed coach ; 


Next jon the agenda 
came a change of coach. 
Bill Walsh who had steered 
the side to their success in 
1967 suddenly found him- 
replaced by Bert Gerects 
who had experience with 
several State League sides 
but who had been out of 
the top bracket for some 
time. 

With time’ running out 
and in serious danger of a 
nose-dive to a lower divis- 
ion, Melbourne sent an 
SOS to sister club St. 
George-Budapest in Sydney, 
secured the services on some 
sort of “transfer basis” of 
David Cliss and Victor 
Fernandez and although 
this pair hardly lived up to 
their reputations, it is 
significant that the club 
won three of the last four 
games in which they played. 

Taking an overall picture 
of Melbourne, one can only 
conclude that the 10-month 
season which saw them 
contest the Ampol Cup 
final, win the State League 
and Australia Cup in 1967 
played havoc with the 
players, 

For in 1968 they have 
looked completely out of 
touch and in the majority 


of their games looked a} 
beaten side long before the 
final whistle,
